Mr.  Edwards’s  Report. 

In  submitting  the  Fifth  Annual  Report  (the  presentation  of  which  has  been 
unusually  retarded  by  the  pressure  of  business  connected  with  the  new  Branch 
Libraries  in  Hulme  and  Ancoats),  Mr.  Edwards  has  the  honour  to  append  to  it 
a Supplementary  Report,  which  will  be  found  to  describe,  concisely,  the  opera- 
tions of  the  new  Branches,  up  to  the  close  of  the  year  1857. 


PART  I.— REPORT  ON  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CAMP  FIELD 
LIBRARY,  DURING  THE  YEAR  ENDING  SEPT.  6th,  1857.

The  issues  of  the  year  which  ended  on  the  5th  September,  1857,  were  as

During  the  year  the  Library  was  open  to  the  public  on  297  days ; namely, 
for  the  whole  day  on  291  days,  and  for  part  of  the  day  during  the  six  days  of 
Easter  Week.  The  average  daily  issue  for  the  entire  year  is  666  volumes,  of 
which  number  343  were  supplied  to  readers  in  the  Reference  Department,  and 
323  to  borrowers  from  the  Lending  Department. 

As  compared  with  the  issues  of  the  preceding  year,  these  figures  show  an 
increase  in  the  Reference  Department  of  no  less  than  31,221  volumes,  or 
very  nearly  fifty  per  cent.  About  one-half  of  this  increase  is  owing  to  the 
enlarged  and  still  enlarging  demand  for  the  Specifications  of  Patents,  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  special  return  on  this  head,  which  is  given  on  a subsequent  page  of 
the  present  Report.  The  increase  in  the  Lending  Department  is  10,334 
volumes,  or  about  twelve  per  cent,  on  the  issues  of  last  year.

The  average  number  of  the  volumes  which  during  the  past  year  have  been 
available  for  the  service  of  readers  in  the  Refeeence  Department,  may  be 
estimated  at  23,500,  and  the  average  number  of  volumes  available  in  the 
Lending  Department  at  9,200.  It  follows  that,  on  an  approximate  average  of 
the  whole  collection,  each  Reference  Library  volume  has  been  used  by  readers 
somewhat  more  than  four  times,  and  that  each  Lending  Library  volume  has  been 
taken  out  by  borrowers  about  ten  times.

A gratifying  circumstance  incidental  to  the  working  of  the  Reference 
Department  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  rapidly  enlarging  demand 
for  the  “ Specifications  of  Patents.”  As  the  Committee  is  well  aware,  the 
classification,  arrangement,  and  binding  of  these  documents  is  a source  of 
very  considerable  expense ; but  each  passing  year  brings  cumulative  proof  that 
in  this  section  of  the  Library,  as  in  some  other  sections,  the  expenditure  is 
bringing  an  increasing  return  and  compensation  to  every  class  of  the  Ratepayers, 
from  highest  to  lowest,  by  whom  it  is  defrayed.  Whilst,  on  the  one  hand,  the 
mercantile  class,  so  largely  interested  in  the  property  of  Patents,  and  in  the 
numerous  ancillai'y  questions  which  are  connected  with  their  definition  and 
duration,  resort  to  the  Free  Library  series,  to  a far  greater  extent  than  heretofore ; 
its  use,  on  the  other  hand,  by  mechanics  practically  concerned  in  the  application 
of  inventive  skill  to  daily  labour,  is  also  on  the  increase.  Nor  is  there  any  room 
to  doubt  that  the  rapidly  extending  publicity  of  these  Specifications  must,  in 
course  of  time,  have  a powerful  influence  in  lessening  the  amount  of  ingenuity 
and  toil  misapplied  in  the  re-invention  of  contrivances  already  invented,  perhaps 
twenty  times  before,  without  producing  the  smallest  profit  to  any  one  inventor 
of  the  twenty.  There  has  been  direct  evidence  that  the  Free  Library  collection 
of  Specifications,  even  in  its  infancy,  has  had  very  useful  results  in  this  channel 
as  well  as  in  others. 

The  total  number  of  Specifications  referred  to  during  the  year,  from  6th 
September,  1856,  to  5th  September,  1857,  inclusive,  is  20,877.  In  this  return 
each  hound  volume  of  the  Specifications  is  counted  as  one,  whatever  may  be  the 
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number  of  Specifications  contained  in  the  volume,  but  of  the  unbound  Specifi- 
cations, each  is  necessarily  reckoned  by  itself.  The  specific  subjects  referred  to,

The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  fully  confirmed  the  opinion  previously 
expressed,  that  the  classification  and  binding  under  Subjects,  of  the  Specifica- 
tions of  Patents,  greatly  facihtates  the  researches  of  a considerable  majority  of 
the  readers  who  consult  them. 

The  Tables  which  now  follow  exhibit  a Classification  of  the  Issues  of  the 
Lending  Department,  but  for  four  years  only ; namely,  for  the  first  year, 
J 852-3  ; for  the  third  year,  1854-5  ; for  the  fourth  year,  1855-6,  and  for  the  year 
now  reported  on.  During  the  second  year  (1853-4)  the  issues  were  recorded  in 
the  aggregate,  without  classification, — a labour  of  which  the  then  existing  cir- 
cumstances did  not  admit.

During  the  year  18  volumes  appear  to  have  been  lost  whilst  in  the  hands  of 
borrowers.  Of  these,  16  have  been  replaced  or  paid  for  by  the  borrowers  them- 
selves, and  one  by  the  guarantees.  In  148  cases  of  slight  injury  to  books  or 
their  bindings,  compensation  has  been  made  by  the  payment  of  small  fines.  In 
136  of  these  cases  payment  has  been  made  by  the  borrowers;  in  the  remaining 
12  by  the  guarantees.  In  a few  cases, — both  borrowers  and  guarantees  having 
removed  their  residences,  or  having  become  otherwise  inaccessible, — the  value  of 
books  lost  or  injured  has  failed  to  be  recovered.  So  far  as  has  yet  been  ascer- 
tained, the  total  uncompensated  loss  to  the  Library  does  not  exceed  20  Volumes, 
all  of  them  of  inconsiderable  value,  and  for  two  or  three  of  these  compensation 
will  perhaps  yet  be  made.  About  seven  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  have  been 
worn  out  during  the  five  years  by  constant  circulation. 
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Section  II. 

Of  the  Accessions  to  the  Camp  Field  Library. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  Report  the  number  of  volumes  in  both  departments  of 
the  Library  collectively,  was  32,314.  Of  this  number  22,304  volumes  were  in 
the  Reference  Department  and  10,01 0 in  the  Lending  Department.  The  present 
total  number  of  volumes  is  35,887,  of  which,  25,858  are  in  the  Reference 
Department  and  10,029  [exclusive  of  those  worn  out  by  constant  circulation)  in 
the  Lending  Department.  The  net  increase  during  the  year  is  2,700  volumes, 
of  which  number  920  have  been  presented  and  1,780  have  been  purchased.  In 
addition  to  these,  about  870  volumes — not  previously  bound  or  placed  in  the 
Library — have  been  bouud  and  are  included  in  the  preceding  enumeration. 

(1)  By  Donation. 

Among  the  more  important  donations  which  have  been  received  during  the 
past  year  are  those  of  the  Commissioners  of  Patents ; of  the  Committee  of  the 
Bannatyne  Club ; of  J.  T.  Gibson  Craig,  Esq.,  Clerk  to  the  Signet  in  Scotland ; 
of  Cosmo  Innes,  Esq.,  of  Edinburgh;  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  House  of 
Lords;  and  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York.  For 
the  gift  of  the  excellent  publications  of  the  Bannatyne  Club,  issued  during  the 
six  years  which  have  elapsed  since  the  purchase  made  in  1851,  the  Library  is 
indebted  to  the  great  kindness  of  Mr.  Gibson  Craig,  whose  liberality  was  worthily 
seconded  by  the  Marquess  of  Breadalbane  and  Mr.  Cosmo  Innes.  This  dona- 
tion renders  the  Free  Library  collection  of  the  books  of  the  Bannatyne  Club 
perfectly  complete.  As  is  well  known,  these  publications  contain  inestimable 
materials  for  Scottish  history,  and  form  a series,  of  which  every  library  is  proud 
that  has  the  good  fortune  to  possess  it. 

In  like  manner,  the  donation  from  the  House  of  Lords  is  due  to  the  obliging 
intervention  of  Lord  Stanhope,  whose  attention  was  called  to  the  defective  series 
previously  in  the  Library,  on  a recent  visit.  His  lordship  has  been  kind  enough 
to  ensure  the  continuance  of  the  Lords’  Journals  and  of  the  othei  publications 
presented,  as  they  come  in  future  from  the  press.  Twenty  one  of  the  earlier 
volumes  of  those  Journals  are  still  wanting,  but  of  them  there  is  no  stock 
disposable  at  the  Journal  Office.  Their  occurrence  at  any  sale  will  be  watched 
for. 

Despite  the  unanimous  recommendation  of  a Select  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  reported  to  the  House  nearly  five  years  ago  (1853),  no  steps  have 
yet  been  taken  for  the  gift  of  the  Sessional  Papers  to  Free  Town  Libraries.  It 
is  still,  therefore,  unavoidable  that  many  of  those  readers  who  study  Political 
Statistics  should  be  disappointed  of  the  information  they  seek.  The  obstacles, 
however,  are,  it  is  believed,  but  temporary.  In  all  probability,  on  a change  of 
certain  functionaries,  directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the  question  (who  at 
present  object  to  the  gratuitous  circulation  of  the  Parliamentary  Papers  amongst

Public  Libraries),  the  express  recommendation  of  the  Committee  referred  to 
will  be  carried  out.  It  cannot,  therefore,  be  advised  that  any  part  of  the 
funds  of  the  City  Council  should  be  expended  in  the  purchase  even  of  a 
selection  of  those  blue  books  which  are  most  frequently  asked  for,  although 
their  great  value  in  a Library  of  Reference  is  incontestable. 

The  aggregate  number  of  volumes  presented  from  the  6th  September,  1856, 
to  the  end  of  1857,  is  921,  of  which  a detailed  list  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 


(2)  By  Purchase. 

Of  the  1780  volumes  which  have  been  bought,  from  the  date  of  the  last  Report 
up  to  the  close  of  1857,  the  most  important  are  complete  sets  of  Hansard’s 
Parliamentary  Debates;  of  tlie  publications  of  the  English  Historical  Society; 
of  the  Church  Historians  of  England;  and  of  Valpy’s  Delphin  Classics;  and  a 
considerable  series  of  works  on  the  Commerce  and  Political  Statistics  of  France. 
Many  excellent  books  on  Biblical  Hermeneutics  and  on  Philology,  together  with 
the  collective  works  of  many  divines,  both  ancient  and  modern,  have  also  been 
acquired  from  the  Executors  of  the  late  Rev.  J.  G-.  Robberds. 

The  present  contents  of  the  Library,  as  nearly  as  they  can  be  stated  under  the 
existing  deficiency  of  shelf-room  and  consequent  impossibility  of  complete  and 
precise  classification,  stand  thus  ; —

As  respects  a considerable  portion  of  the  336  volumes  at  present  in  the  hands 
of  the  bookbinders,  it  may  be  observed  that  shelf  room  for  them,  too,  is  lacking; 
so  that  the  total  number  of  volumes  at  present  unprovided  for  falls  little  short  of 
four  thousand. 


No  very  noticeable  additions  to  the  shelves  of  the  Camp  Field  Lending 
Department  having  been  made  during  the  past  year,  the  slight  incidental 
accessions  to  it  which  have  accrued  from  time  to  time,  have  but  barely  kept  pace, 
in  the  aggregate,  with  the  loss  arising  from  the  unavoidable  wear  and  tear  of 
constant  circulation.  The  slight  increase  shown  in  the  fourth  table  consists 
entirely  of  books  which  are  at  present  awaiting  the  binder.  The  number  actually 
available  for  the  use  of  readers  is  somewhat  less  than  it  was  at  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year;  but  it  is  still  nearly  double  the  number  with  w'hich  the 
Lending  Department  commenced  in  September,  1 852.  The  books  of  this  depart- 
ment were  counted  on  Monday  the  30th  of  November,  the  previous  Saturday 
having  been  the  first  day  of  issue  after  the  usual  quarterly  closing.  The  column 
headed  “ Volumes  delivered  to  borrowers”  represents,  therefore,  but  the  issues 
of  a single  day  (880  volumes),  in  addition  to  which,  eighty  volumes  had  been 
unduly  detained  beyond  the  day  appointed  for  the  quarterly  return  of  all  books 
borrowed.

Section  III. 

Progress  of  Internal  Arrangement,  Bookbinding,  &c. 

The  most  important  matters  which  have  occupied  attention  during  the  past 
year,  as  far  as  respects  the  internal  arrangement  of  the  Reference  Library,  are 
{ 1 ) the  classification,  binding,  and  progressive  numbering  of  the  Specifications  of 
patents;  (2)  the  classification  and  binding  of  the  Political  and  Historical  Tracts ; 
(3)  the  progressive  numbering  of  the  Parliamentary  Reports  and  Papers.  The 
condition  of  the  books,  generally,  as  to  binding,  has  also  been  fairly  kept  up, 
except  as  relates  to  a considerable  proportion  of  those  for  which  there  is  at  present 
no  shelf-room. 
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( 1 ) Collection  of  the  Specifications  of  Patents. 

The  total  number  of  Specifications  of  Patents  presented  by  Her  Majesty’s 
Commissioners  under  the  15  and  16  Viet.  cap.  83,  up  to  the  close  of  the  year 
1857,  is  24,355.  Of  the  entire  number  6,795  have  been  already  bound  in  598 
volumes.  Every  folding  plate  or  diagram  has  been  mounted  on  calico.

!Mr.  Edwards  has  continued  to  give  as  much  attention  during  the  past  year  to 
the  augmentation  of  the  collection  of  books  aud  tracts  relating  to  the  local  affairs 
of  Manchester  and  the  adjoining  Townships  as  other  and  more  pressing  duties 
have  permitted.  Some  such  works  have  been  presented,  and  many  others  have 
been  purchased,  but  the  total  number  thus  added  is  not  yet  sufficiently  large,  to 
require  the  printing  on  the  present  occasion  of  any  supplementary  list,  like  that 
which  was  appended  to  the  preceding  Report.  Most  of  them,  too,  are  yet 
unclassified  and  unbound. 


(3)  Bookbinding. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  bound  during  the  year  is  2,381.  Of  these  1,1 97 
have  been  bound  for  the  Reference  Department,  and  1,184  for  the  Lending 
Department.  The  former  number  includes  321  volumes  of  “ Specifications  of 
Patents.”  The  total  number  of  volumes  bound  since  the  transfer  of  the  Library 
to  the  Corporation  is  15,104. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  repaired,  lettered,  or  press-marked  during  the 
year  is  2,483.  Of  these  1 ,998  have  been  repaired  or  lettered  for  the  Reference 
Department,  and  485  have  been  repaired,  or  labelled,  and  press-marked,  for  the 
Lending  Department.  The  total  number  of  volumes  repaired,  lettered,  or 
press-marked,  since  the  transfer  of  the  Library  to  the  Corporation  is  6,263, 
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making  an  aggregate  of  21,367  volumes  which  have  passed  through  the  hands  of 
the  bookbinders  during  the  last  five  years,  exclusive  of  those  that  have  been 
bound  for  the  Branch  Libraries.

The  number  of  applicants  for  tickets  at  the  Hulme  Branch,  from  the  day  of 
opening  to  the  31st  December,  inclusive,  was  J881,  and  at  the  Ardwick  and 
Ancoats  Branch,  during  a Hke  period,  1531 . The  number  whose  vouchers  were 
(on  examination  of  the  Rolls  of  Citizens  of  Manchester  and  Burgesses  of  Salford) 
accepted,  was,  at  Hulme,  1528,  and  at  Ancoats,  940 ; or  in  the  aggregate,  2478. 
In  the  Ancoats  district  greater  difficulty  was  met  with  by  the  applicants  in  pro-^ 
curing  satisfactory  signatures  than  was  experienced  in  Hulme,  but  during 
the  last  few  weeks  the  proportion  of  apphcations  which  it  was  necessary  to  reject 
for  want  of  conformity  with  the  regulations  has  considerably  diminished. 
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The  issues  of  books  from  the  date  of  the  opening  of  the  new  Branches  under 
tiotice,  respectively,  to  the  close  of  the  year,  were  as  follows

Printed  catalogues  of  both  Branches  were  prepared  by  Mr.  Edwards  on  a 
different  plan  from  any  heretofore  printed.  They  were  thus  arrranged  : — 


I.  Alphabetical  Index  of  Subjects. 

II.  Catalogues  of  the  books  in  each  of  the  Glasses  enumerated  above,  respec- 
tively ; arranged  in  alphabetical  order  according  to  the  names  of  the 
authors.  The  anonymous  works  being  also  alphabetically  arranged  in 
a separate  series. 

III.  Alphabetical  Index  of  the  names  of  Authors,  in  all  the  classes  collectively. 

The  Hulme  catalogue  extended  to  96  pages,  and  was  on  sale  from  the  day  of 
opening,  at  the  price  of  fourpence.  The  Ancoats  catalogue  extended  to  112 
pages,  and  was  on  sale  a few  days  after  the  opening,  at  the  same  price.  Of  the 
former,  855  copies,  and  of  the  latter,  609  copies,  have  been  already  sold  to  the 
public.  The  cost  of  the  printing  of  the  Catalogues  was  £85.  The  produce  of  the 
sale,  thus  far,  is  £24.  7s.  8d. 

It  may  be  of  some  interest  to  the  Committee  to  compare  these  recent  statistics 
with  those  of  the  Camp  Field  Library  at  its  commencement.  There  the  number  of 
applicants  during  the  first  thirty-three  days  appears  to  have  been  2,649,  of  whom 
about  two  thousand  two  hundred  were  admitted. 

The  issues  from  the  Camp  Field  Library  during  the  first  thirty-three  days 
amounted  to  9,062  volumes.  The  classification  of  the  issues  of  the  first  complete

At  Ancoats  a strict  account  was  kept  for 
one  week  of  the  number  frequenting  its  news-room,  and  shewed  a daily  average 
of  270  persons  ; and  this  number  appeared  to  be  on  the  increase.

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APPENDIX. 


No.  II. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE 
CHIEF  LIBRARY. 


I.  — The  Librarian  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Libraries,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  books,  and  of  all  other  property 
belonging  thereto. 

II.  — The  Library  of  Reference  shall  'be  open  to  the  Public  gratuitously 
every  day, — Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday  excepted, — from  the 
hour  of  Ten  in  the  morning  to  Nine  in  the  evening;  and  the  Lending  Library 
from  the  hour  of  Tvrelve  at  noon  to  the  hour  of  Nine  in  the  evening,  daily. 

[III. — Every  person,  on  entering  the  Library  of  Reference,  or  the  Lending 
Library,  shah,  write,  or  cause  to  be  written,  his  or  her  name  and  address,  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  in  each  room  for  that  purpose;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  person  in  charge  of  each  department  respectively,  to  see  that  this  regulation 
is  invariably  complied  with ; and  such  signature  shall  be  taken  and  considered 
to  be  an  assent  to  these  Rules  and  Regulations ; and  without  it,  no  person  shall 
be  allowed  to  obtain  any  book.] 

IV.  — No  person  shall  be  admitted  who  is  intoxicated,  or  in  an  uncleanly 
condition ; nor  shall  any  audible  conversation  be  permitted  in  either  of  the 
Libraries;  nor  shall  any  person  be  allowed  to  partake  of  refreshments  therein; — 
and  any  person  who  shall  offend  against  these  regulations,  or  shall  be  guilty  of 
any  other  misconduct,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  remain  within  the  building. 

V.  — No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  within  the  enclosure  in  the  Lending 
Library,  or  to  take  any  book  from  the  shelves  of  the  Reference  Library,  except 
by  permission  of  the  Librarian ; and  no  book  or  other  article  shall  be  taken  out 
of  the  Reference  Library. 

VI.  — Two  or  more  Catalogues  shall  always  be  kept  in  the  Reference  Library 
for  the  use  of  the  readers ; [and  the  Librarian  shall  enter,  or  cause  to  be  entered, 
in  a book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  the  title  of  every  book  delivered  to  a 
reader  for  perusal;]  and  each  reader  shall  sign  a receipt  for  every  book  [so] 
delivered ; and  shall,  before  leaving  the  room,  return  such  book  or  books  into  the 
hands  of  the  Librarian  or  of  his  assistant. 

VII.  — Two  or  more  Catalogues  shall  also  be  provided  for  the  use  of  the  public 
in  the  Lending  Library ; but  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  borrow  a book  from 
the  Library,  without  first  obtaining  the  signatures  and  addresses  of  two  ratepayers 
whose  names  appear  either  on  the  burgess  roll  of  Manchester,  or  on  that  of 
Salford,  to  the  following  voucher : — 
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“ We,  A B , of  in  the  ward  of and  C D , 

“ of  in  the  ward  of declare  that  we  believe  E F , 

“ of  in  the  to  be  a person  to  whom  books  may 

"'safely  he  entrusted  for  perusal;  and  we  hereby  undertake  to  replace  any 
“ book  belonginy  to  the  Corporation  of  Manchester  which  shall  be  lost  or 
" materially  injured  by  the  said  E F . 

( Signed ) 

“ Dated  this  day  of  18 

“ When  either  of  the  persons  who  may  have  signed  this  engagement  shall  desire  to 
“ withdraw  from  it,  he  must  give  notice  thereof  in  writing  to  the  Librarian,  who  will 
“ give  a release  as  soon  as  he  shall  have  ascertained  that  no  liability  has  been  incurr  d.” 

This  Voucher  must  have  been  delivered  to  the  Librarian  three  days  before  the 
first  issue  of  books  to  the  person  recommended  ; and  all  books  borrowed  must  be 
returned  to  the  Library  within  the  time  specified  on  the  respective  covers  thereof, 
under  the  penalties  therein  stated;  and  if  in  any  case  six  months  shall  have 
elapsed  between  the  due  return  of  a book  lent  and  the  application  for  another, 
a fresh  voucher  must  be  produced,  as  on  the  first  application. 

VIII.  — The  Librarian  shall  carefully  examine,  or  cause  to  be  examined,  each 
book  returned,  and  if  the  same  be  found  to  have  sustained  any  injury  or  damage, 
or  to  have  been  rendered  of  less  value  by  being  soiled  or  written  in,  he  shall 
require  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  delivered,  or  the  ratepayers  on  whose 
guarantee  it  was  lent,  to  pay  the  amount  of  damage  or  injury  done;  or  otherwise 
to  procure  a new  copy  of  equal  value ; and  in  the  latter  case,  such  person  shaU 
be  entitled  to  the  damaged  copy  on  depositing  the  new  one. 

IX.  — If  any  person  to  whom  a book  shall  have  been  delivered  in  the  Reference 
Library  shall  not  re-deliver  the  same  to  the  Librarian  or  his  assistant,  before 
leaving  the  room,  or  if  any  borrower  shall  not  return  to  the  Lending  Library, 
within  due  time,  the  book  or  books  lent  to  him,  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay 
on  demand,  the  amount  of  any  loss,  damage,  or  injury,  or  to  procure  another  copy 
as  before  mentioned,  then  the  amount  of  such  loss,  damage,  or  injury,  or  the 
value  of  such  book,  shall  be  recoverable  from  the  person  or  persons  as  aforesaid, 
as  a debt,  in  any  action  or  proceeding  applicable  to  the  recovery  of  debts  of 
like  amount,  in  which  action  or  proceeding  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens 
of  the  City  of  Manchester  shall  be  the  plaintiffs ; and  the  fact  of  their  being  the 
persons  entitled,  shall  be  taken  to  be  admitted  by  the  defendant. 

X.  — The  two  last  preceding  rules  shall  likewise  be  enforced,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  applicable,  in  cases  where  any  damage  or  injury  shall  have  been  done  to  any 
other  property  in  the  Libraries. 

XI.  — The  Librarian  shall  have  power  to  refuse  books  to  any  reader  or  borrower 
who  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Library;  but 
any  person  so  refused  shall  have  liberty  to  appeal  to  the  Library  Committee. 

XII.  — No  person  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
Reference  Library.
